Reference is made to Chicago memorandum dated 
July 25, 1966, under the above caption. 


A first and second conficential source of the 
Chicago Office were contacted concerning the above matter 
on Esptember 29, 1966. Both have furnished reliable 
information in the past and are knowledgeable concerning 
youth gang activities in the Chicago area. They furnished 
the following composite information: 


During the latter part of July, 1966, and early 
August, 1966, prior to the termination of civil rights marches 
in Chicago, the CFM and the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) continued in their efforts to enlist the 
support and participation of various youth gangs into the - 
CFM. Of primary interest to the CFM were the: Blackstone 
Range:s operating on Chicago's South Side and various of the 
‘Vicelord gangs operating on Chicago's West Side. Only 
limited success was achieved by the CFM since the gangs as 
organized groups never participated in the various open 
housing marches of the CFM into the white neighborhoods of 
Chicago. It is known, however, that some youths with gang 
affiliations did participate in some of these marches. In 
no instances, however, were any of these youths known to have 
caused any problems and their principal function was under- 
stood to have been to provide protection for female marchers 
involved.

Subsequent to the injunction of August, 1966, 
obtaincd_by the city limiting civil rights marches, and 
the agreement which shortly followed between the CFu and 
city officials, the latter of which resulted in the conm- 
plete termination of open housing marches, the CFM has 
apveaved to lose interest to a large extent in enlisting 
the support of those Negro youth gangs. This is believed 
to be partly because "bodies" for marches are no longer 
needed and because the gangs and their members were found 
to be almost completely unreliable, uncontrollable, and 
basically not interested in the philosophy of non-violence. 


These sources feel the CFM has not abandoned its 
contacts with these gangs or its interest in them, but the 
aggressive and overt efforts made in tne past by the CFM 
to enlist their support on a mass basis has virtually 
terminated.

This telephone surveillance provided considerable
